South Town Assessor Points Out Wherein 
the Present System Is Inadequate and 
gestions for Changes Terms of Office 
Should Be Lenger and the Three Towns

Ambrose E. Thomas, South Town As- 
‘sessor, in commenting on the Swift and 
Baker speeches, said: 2 

„From my own experience I know the 
Mayor is perfectly right in saying the pres- 
ent system of assessment is absolutely 
wrong and inadequate, It must be changed. 
The thing cannot go on as it is much longer. 
The radical fault is the shortness of time, 
allowed the Assessors for doing the work. 
It is simply a physical and human impossi- 
bility for any man to make equitable assess- 
ments in justice to himself or to the prop- 
erty-owners in the length of time now al- 
lowed, 
There must be some new way to get at it. 
The best plan I could think of would be for 
a. board of, say, three Assessors for the 
whole city, elected for a term of not less 


ter if the term were five years. It would 
be a good plan to have the Assessors elected 
at different times, so that the terms of all 
three would not expire the same year. The 
Assessor's office should be open the whole 
year round. New assessments on real es- 
tate should be made once every four years. 
All assessments should be made on actual 
cash valuation or on an arbitrary percent- 
age of the cash valuation. With plenty of 
competent help I think this would come 
near remedying the evil, 

“As at present handled the Assessor's of- 
fice is open from May 1 to July 1, and the 
element of time is the worst feature of the 
system. When a new man takes the of- 
fice he has no time to make new assess- 
ments. The old ones go through on prece- 
dent, and in many cases they have been do- 
ing this for years. It is ridiculous to think 
of fair assessments ma the time the As- 
sessor has to do the work. 


Has Had Enough Already. 

“This is my. first year in the office and it 
will be my last. I have had enough. I am 
not a candidate for re@lection. When I took 
the office nine-tenths of the assessments 
went through on precedent. There was 
nothing else to do. We worked day and 
might and on Sundays right up to the last 
day, and I am willing to go on record as 
saying that no man can make équitable 
assessments under the present system. 

There is no way to dodge the assessment. 
I suppose what the Mayor meant was a 
property-owner might influence the Asses- 
sor’s office to make a low assessment. The 
owner has redress for too high Assessments, 
but nobody is going to complain if his assess- 
ment is too low. I do not know how the sys- 
tem can be changed unless by act of Legis- 
lature. This would bea 4 — time to change 
It, now that discussion of the thing has been 
started. 

“Under the present system if a mistake 
‘ie made it is likely to run along for years 
before a hew assessment is made. It is 
manifest to everybody that all assessments 
should be made on the same percentage 
eof valuation and taxes for all parts of the 
city should be equitable. This is not so at 


other Assessors. Each part of the city is 
now on an apparently independent basis. 
In the thirty-one towns of Cook County last 
year about $4,000,000 in taxes were raised. 
My office, or the South Town of Chicago, 
raised $3,200,000 of the whole amount. 


Would Combine the Towns. 

The system must be changed, and chan ed 
soon. I think the best thing to do is to — 
bine the towns of the Gity into one for assess 
ment purposes. Then I would have a Board 
of Assessors, each of whom should have a 
good, big salary. I do not believe in one 
Assessor for the whole city. The office car- 
ries too. much responsibility for one man, not 
to mention thé enormous amount of work. 
The Assessors might select their help from 
the Real Estate Board and get men of know!l- 
edge and competence, 

The Mayor is right in this. I know many 
Unjust assessments creep in under the pres- 
ent system, because there is no time to look 
them up. If a deputy reports a wrong valu- 
ation the Assessor has no way of finding it 
out until too late. The Assessorship is now 
a political cffice for one year, and the man 
who gets it can’t know much about it before 
his term is ended. It is too vast and too im- 
portant for one man to handle. The taxes of 
a community ought to be looked after more 
carefully than almost anything else. It is a 
shame that an expert buyer can ‘buy’ back 
taxes for less than a man who has not been

MURDER MYSTERY IS EXPLAINED. 


Dying Man Confessea fo the Murder of 
Ira Pinnell and His Mother. 

Dec. 28.—[Special Cor- 
-respondence.}]—As Harrison Blake was at- 
tempting to escape from the second story 
of the city prison last night the rope broke 
and he fell to the pavement, receiving in- 
jurtes which may prove fatal, 
After he had been takén to the hospital 
department of the prison Blake related a 
story to Police Surgeon Harden which will 
clear up the mystery which has surrounded 
the murder of Ira Pinnell and his aged 
mother over twenty years ago.

Pinnell told him he had $2,000 at 
home, but needed to use it.

Is IT A PUERILE SUBTREASURY?! 
An evening contemporary has investi- 
gated the state of things at the local Fed- 
eral Subtreasury, with the result of dis- 
covering that the institution is conducted 
in a way fit only for-a provincial town. It 
avers that the asininity of the officials in 
charge practically erects barriers against 
the receipt of gold deposits from patriotic- 
ally inclined bankers who may wish to ald 
in replenishing the Treasury reserve; that 
not more than $20,000 in gold will (can?) 
be accepted each day from a bank; that 
there are no men who can count coin; and 
that the strong-box office” actually pos 
sesses no gold scales, so that when any 
considerable amount of the yellow, meta! 
is received the Subtreasurer sends out to a 
bank to borrow the required scales. 
are noted in which one lot of $150,000 in 
gold and another lot of $250,000 were of- 
fered, The first was refused on technical 
grounds and the second was decided to be 
impracticable, as it would require three 
weeks of time to accept the deposit. When 
the crisis in the United States Treasury had 
nearly culminated in the bond issye of last 
February a local bank President informed 
Secretary Carlisle by telegraph that he was 
willing to pay $1,000,000 in gold in exchange 
for notes at the Subtreqsury. The offer 
was accepted, but the Subtreasury officials 
were unable to take in more than $20,000 
per day, and otherwise displayed such an 
abundance of red tape that it was decided 
to let the $1,000,000 remain in the vaults 


The United States can aspire to take 
from England, in the course of the next 
century, the commercial and financig! su- 
premacy heretofore enjoyed by that coun- 
try. But for such a triumph it will not 
suffice to possess in abundance coal, iron, 
cotton, intelligent workmen, and enterpris- 


tem that is definite, rational, and unchange- 
able. The dollar must be given the qual- 
ities of the pound sterling. That is, there 
must be no doubt that it is a gold dollar, and 
that never, for any reason or under any pre- 
text, that which is called a dollar will be 
paid in silver. A completely solid monetary 
system would enable us to profit by a large 
part of the capital accumulated in enormous 


For more than twenty years the single 
gold standard has been applied in Ger- 
many, and for almost that length of time 
in France, Belgium, and Switzerland, All 
those countries are Jess disposed today than 
they were at the beginning of the fall in 
silver to take artificial measures to raise the 
price of that metal. A fixed ratio between 
gold and silver is an arrangement long since 
vanished. Silver is a dethroned monarch. 
An entire new generation of adults has 
arisen who never knew silver in complete 
possession of the functions of money. 
There is not a single European country, in 
a normal financial condition, that attaches 
the slightest importance to bimetallism. 
Now and then some Minister may utter in 
Parliament a few equivocal words on the. 
subject, seeking to avoid stripping bimet- 
allists of their last hope, but these vague 
promises to study the monetary problem 
are due to the habit, common to all Euro- 
pean statesmen, of avoiding offending or 
estranging any group of voters, even one of

In 1876 silver had lost only 12 per cent of 
the monetary value acconded to it by the 
Latin Union.

THE CITY WARRANTS LAW.

Ir is asked to what amount bonds have 
been issued by the United States in the last 
two years, and how much was received for 
The first of the issues was in Feb- 
ruary, 1894. It consisted of 50 millions in 
5 per cent bonds at such a rate as netted 3 
per cent to the investor. The net receipts 
for them were $58,661,000, The next issue 
of 50 millions in 5 per cent bonds in Novem- 
ber, 1894, yielded-to-the Treasury $58,535,- 
500. Under the agreament of Feb. 8 last 
2,500,000 ounces of gold were to be purchased 
by an issue of 4 per cent bonds for $62,317,- 
500—at least one-half of the gold to be 
brought from abroad. This netted $65,117,- 
500, and if Congress had authorized the 
substitution of a 3 per cent gold bo 
the four-thirties, the right to do which had 
been reserved by the government, it would 
have saved to the people of the United States 
$16,174,770 in interest. The total of the 
bonds issued in the three sets was $162,317,- 
500, for which the government received $182, - 
317,000, or very nearly 20 million dollars 
premium, the reason for the excess being the 
fact that interest rates are much lower 
now than those named in the act of Jan.

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Counselman Case. ü 
The decision on the case of Counselman, a 
witness, who refused to testify on the al- 
leged ground that his testimony would tend 
to criminate him, was that section 860 of the 
revised statutes is unconstitutional and void. 
The overthrow of this statute, which had 
been in force twenty-five years, rendered 
proof of guilt under the inter-State com- 
merce act impracticable ithout further 
legislation, and several pending indictments 
had to be dismissed. 
Nearly two years later the question was 
raised in Western ‘District of Pennsylvania 
in the case of Theodore F. Brown, yho re- 
fused to testify before the grand jury in re- 
lation to the giving of rebates by officers 
of the Allegheny railroad on the ground that 
his testimony might tend to criminate him- 
self. Brown was held for contempt by the 
United States District Judge. This ruling 
was afterwards sustained by the Circuft 
Court, and the act of Feb. 11, 1803, held con- 


stitutional. 

This case is now pending in the Supreme 
Court and has been set down for a hearing 
on Jan. 6 next. The railroads are awaiting 
anxiously the decision of the Supreme Court 
in this case, as upon it depends the future 
existence of the inter-State commerce law. 
Should the Supreme Court reverse the action 
of the Pennsylvania court the enforcement 
of the law would be impossible, and the 
trunk line Presidents could carry out their 
new trust agreement without hindrance or 
interference. 

Special Weakness of the Law. 

The commission is careful to confine its 
recommendations for amendments within 
the limits and aims of the original statute. 
The special weakness of the law, the re- 
port says, is the want of finality and binding 
force to the decisions of the commission. 
Under the statute, as judicially interpreted, 
the carrier cannot only have practically a 
new trial of the same question in the courts, 
but the courts may be required to pass upon 
a very different state of facts than those 
presented to the commission. The decision 
of thé commission should be made to stand 
as a rule of conduct prescribed by public 
authority unless the courts find some ma- 
terial error: This is the change of the law 
the commission thinks of most immediate 
and special urgency. 

The tendency towards railway federation, 
the report says, is marked and indicates a 
future combination of carriers wielding such 
extraordinary power as to constitute a seri- 
ous menace to commercial freedom. That 
power would be deprived of its principal 
danger if.the authority of the State to pre- 
vent excesses and inequalities finds ample 
expression in enforcible methods for fixing 
the standard of charges. 

The regulating tribunal should have ade- 
quate authority to ascertain excesses in 
railroad charges and to enforce with respect 
thereto the observance of relative justice. 
That legislation to this end is a valid and 
appropriate exercise of constitutional power 
possessed by Congress has repeatedly been 
declared by the highest judicial authority; 
When rates devised and applied by the rail- 
-roads themselves are complained of by ship- 
pers on the ground, that they are excessive 
or relatively unjust, and such complaints 
have been investigated, upon full notice to 
the carriers and fair opportunity for hear- 
ing, the determinations of the commission 
in such cases should be binding upon all 
parties to the controversy and mutually ob- 
served by them as the only lawful rates

GREAT COUNTRY FOR GREAT SNAKES 


In Java They Have Serpents That 
Crush Horses and Oxen. 

Philadelphia Times: It is not surprising 
that the natives of Java look upon English- 
men as lunatics. They do so many fool- 
hardy things from no apparent motive 
save to risk their lives. Two years ago an 
English naval Lieutenant was here visiting 
a neighboring planter, and his peculiar 
craze was making a collection of Javan rep- 
tiles. His only attendant was an English 
sailor lad about 16, and these two, against 
all warning, went roaming around the for- 
ests without a guide. In Choru, the ruined 
city, the Lieutenant found a rich harvest, 
and killed a magnificent black jaguar, but an 
adventure with a snake ended his sport. 
One day he and the boy were under one of 
the long archways of the big temple, and, 
‘ooking through the doorway of one of the 
dark chambers, saw something yellow in 
the far corner. Without a moment’s thought 
he entered and gave the mass a punch with 
his cane. A tremendous hiss that fairly 
shook the walls was followed by an assault 
as swift as the leap of a tiger, and the man 
found himself seized by a huge Bari snake, 
the most aggressive and dangerous of our 
constrictors. His left shoulder was crushed 
in the brute’s teeth, and quick as a flash a 
‘coll was around his body and he felt the 
steel-like compression. But the grit of the 
hoy saved his master’s life. He had a heavy, 
sharp, wood knife, and he struck the reptile « 
two heavy blows just back of the head, the 
most vulnerable part of the body, because the 
thinnest. Its backbone was divided. The 
coil relaxed, but the powerful tail lashed 
out, breaking the boy’s leg. It was two hours 
before they were found and brought up in 
a cart. The Lieutenant’s left shoulder was 
crushed oeyond surgery, and the arm was 
useless. Both master and boy recovered 
after a spell of fever. I saw the snake, a 
hideous object, black and yellow, and fifteen 
feet long. Such a brute would crush a horse. 

Gunning one day near the Wastl River 
in.the interior of the island, I watched a 
number of wild hogs coming to the water 
to drink. Suddenly the head of a snake 
rose above the grass and a hog squealed. 
A python had seized a full- grown one, easily 
three feet high at the shoulder, and thrown 
two coils around the body. 

Under the tremendous pressure the hog 
seemed to lengthen, and when the snake un- 
coiled I saw only a strip of meat, nothing 
distinguishable but the head. I shot the 
stake. It was twelve feet long and not over 
seven inches through, and yet its coils had 
crushed the bones of its prey like chips. 

There is no doubt that hidden away in the 
vast swamps of the interior are many ana- 
condas of enormous size. Parties have 
been made up to hunt them, but the malari- 
ous climate drives them back.

The New York Post, an upholder of Mr. 
Cleveland's policy heretofore, declarés that 
by the message he has covered the Nation 
with shame and ridicule, and says: ““‘Weare 
grieved and shocked that anybody holding 
the high office of President of the United, 
States could play with the mighty issues of 
peace and war as a political game.”’ . 

Now, while the subject is being commented 
on and opinions freely given from all quar- 
ters, why should Prof. von Holst be attacked 
so virulently? Is it becausé the other parties 
whom I quote are, native born ¢itizens that 
they only have a right to an opinion on po- 
litical matters and that such views are not 
considered traitorous emanating from them? 

One would imagine there was some per- 
sonal spite in the atfack and such an oppor- 
tunity was taken to show it. 

Cleveland himself has probably found out 
by this time that what he issued in a hurry 
as a great political stroke was a piece of 
blundering statesmanship (and not worthy 
even that name). The sportsman has made 
“ducks and drakes“ of politics. this time. 
His message has been riddled to pieces by 
the criticism of the press here and in Eu- 
rope (I am not referring merely to England). 
His coup d'etat (0 was a mere political 
catch, and some of the press have only fol- 
lowed the hue and cry for fear any adverse 
criticism of the message on their part might 
result in a cry against them of “unpatriot- 
ism,”’ and consequently in a loss of votes for 
their party. The papers that have taken a 
calm, serious view of the matter instead of 
fomenting strife by belligerent articles and 
startling head-lines of jingoism are the really 
patriotic ones. Partyism is not politics, 
neither is it patriotism. Perhaps when the 
flurry is over the American people will have 
learned the value of the motto, “Festina 
lente.“ or in American phraseology, “Go 
slow.“ E. C. SHARPS. 


Thinks Cleveland Is Scheming for a 
Third Term. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 28.— [Editor of The 
Tribune. EIn view of President Cleveland's 
past record I doubt not that you will see, 
as I do, in his action on the Venezuelan 
boundary, a lid for a third term, in the 
shape of embroiling the country in a war 
with England, unless she makes such con- 
cessions as will magnify his political prestige 
and compel his renominat‘on as a hero. 

1. He won his first term by posing for civil 
service reform, which he betrayed after 
election and abandoned at the behest of 
his hungry horde of office-seekers. 

2. He fought and won his second term 
(after one defeat) upon the platform of anti- 
monopoly and free trade This has proved 
disastrous and unpopular and he will now 
abandon and betray that also. , 

3. He believes that by adopting the jingo 
talk of certain unwise Republican leaders, 
and out-jingoing them, he will flank his 
opponents in both parties—neither of whom 
wants him—and compel his renomination 
for a third term. Is is possible that the 
Republicans are going to fall into the trap? 

Cleveland claims to be carrying out the 
Monroe doctrire. He is not. British Guiana, 
like Canada, is a part of the status quo. It 
is a civilized rctate, with a representative 
government of its own, with English re- 
spect for law and order and constitutional 
liberty, a republic in all except its Governor, 
appointed by the British crown. Its people 
are intelligent, industrious, and progres- 
sive, so far as is possible so near the equator. 

On the other hand, Venezuela, like all 
the Central American and South Amefican 
States, is a republic only in name—a military 
despotism under the form of a republic. 
There is no election there such as we have, 
no free discussion followed by a free vote 
and honest count. Venezuela is as far be- 
hind British Guiana politically as an In- 
Gian is behind a civilized white man. Why, 
then, is it to us a matter of interest whether 
a proper boundary line is run mainly through 
an unexplored and uninhabited wilderness 
a few hundred miles north or south? 

But assuming that we go to the help of 
Venezuela, 1,000 miles south of the Rio Grande 
and beyond the Carzibbean Sea, is it wise 
to seek harmony with a club? to bully and 
threaten a friendly power allied to us in 
blood and manners and institutions? If 
we wish for an amicable settlement, can 
anything be imagined more calculated to 
prevent one? Have we any right to assume 
that England, representing Guiana, is bent 
on doing injustice? 

The position Cleveland is taking leads 
directly and almost inevitably to war—the 
most causeless, cruel, and deplorable. The 
only two nations having free represent- 
ative institutions are to be involved in a 
fratricidal conflict in order that Cleveland 
and the Democratic party may carry the 
Presidential viection of 1896. New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia, and Baltimore may be 
destroyed or put under contribution and the 
business of the country paralyzed. England 
is to be weakened just when she needs our 
support in her effort to put an end to the

In Monroe's seventh ann 
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“Mr. Monroe not 
upon Mr. Adams to prepare parts of his mes- 
sages. In this case Mr. Adams’ draft for 
that part of the message was adopted with- 
out a change, and Mr Calhoun subsequent- 
ly testified that Mr Adams was the author 
of that declaration in the message of [Dec. 
21 1823, which has always been called ‘the 
Monroe doctrine.’ *’ 

How Mr. Adams had felt about Great Brit- 
ain he had indicated two or three years ear- 
hier, when he said: : 

“Great Britain, who had been vilifying us 
for twenty years as a low-minded nation, 
with no generous ambition, no God but gold, 
had now changed her tune, and was endeav- 
oring to alarm the world at the gigantic 
grasp of ourambition. Spain and all Europe 
were endavoring to do the same. Nothing 
we can say will remove this impression until 
the world shall be familiarized with the idea of 
considering the continent of North America 
to be our proper dominion. From the time 
we became an independent people it was as 
much a law of nature that this should be- 
come our pretension as that the Mississippi 
should flow tothe sea. Spain had pretensions 
on our southern, Great Britain on our north- 
ern borders. It was impossible that centuries 
should elapse without finding them annexed 
to the United States.“ 

In conclusion Mr. Adams avowed his wish 
to have “‘Europe find it to a be a settled geo- 
graphical element that the United States 
and North America are identical.” The in- 
teresting point of Rush’s avoidance of joint 
action with Canning Mr. James Schouler al- 
ludes to in the third volume of his “History 
of the United States.“ He relates how to 
Canning’s proposition he had replied: 1 
must procure instructions from home before 
entering: into any joint understanding; and 
more especially before consenting to take 
part in a conference of European sovereigns, 
for our settled policy is to keep out of foreign 
entanglements.“ 

Rush went on to say to Canning, as to 
action which Great Britain should take: 
“Immediate recognition offers the true basis 
for our concert. Let Great Britain at once 
recognize the Spanish republics, and we shall 
then stand on common ground.“ 

To this Schouler adds: From such a con- 
clusion Canning drew back, and most dubi- 
ously the interview ended.” So much for 
Dr. von Holst’s ignorant story of Canning’s 
having initiated the Monroe doctrine by 
recognition of the Spanish republics. 

As to sentiment in America toward Can- 
ning’s proposals Schouler says: „Rush's 
conduct was highly approved (in the official 
eircle of Washington). The President wrote 
to him, Tou could not have met Canning’s 
proposals better if you had had the whole 
American Cabinet at your right hand. 

Schouler justly concludes that in the long 
vista of coming centuries many hundred mill- 
ions of American freemen will recognize the 
sacred stone of chartered liberty in the 
Western world,” in the Adams-Monroe doc- 


trine. 
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Alleged Manufacturing Conspiracy 
Against Europe. 

Normal Park; Dec. 27.—[{Editor of The 
Tribune. II noticed in your SUNDAY TRIB- 
UNE of Dec. 22 an article with headlines as 
follows: “Germany Hears From Us.“ 
“Protest Is Filed Against Discriminations 
Against Americans.“ The article then says 
that a protest has been made to the German 
Government through the State Department 
at Washington protesting against the atti- 
tude Germany has assumed towards certain 
American products and interests, and fur- 
ther compaining of the threatened increase 
of export bounty on sugar by the German 
Govérnment as being a direct thrust at fair 
reciprocity. The article then enumerates 
the bee, sugar, and insurance interests as be- 
ing seriously crippled by past and impend- 
ing German legislation. The writer really 
makes a very plausible plea for a more 
lenient and friendly legislation by the Ger- 
man Government, if the reader knows but 


one side of the case, 

I desire to say a word on this subject, 
thinking perhaps the public in general does 
not know that we ourselves may be greatly 
the cause of Germany’s attitude through 
the shortsightedness of some of our own 
manufacturers. It is not generally known 
that there is in the United States today 
an organized association, to which it is es- 
timated 95 per cent of the larger manufact- 


,urers belong as members, banded together 


for the especial purpose of increasing the 
exports’’ and “decreasing the imports’’ of 
„the United States“ and saving to the man- 
ufacturers of this country the United States 
market. As a means to this end they have 
agreed to buy only American products, even 
though they cost them more and may be 


‘inferior in quality. They must, however, 


purchase material produced in the United 
States under all circumstances, and never 
purchase foreign material if they can pos- 
sibly avoid it. 

This organization is complete in itself, 
with an officer in each State, but is com- 
posed of various minor organizations, which 
are in turn made up of manufacturers hav- 
ing the same interests in common. The 
main organization has been in existence 
since September, 1894, and since then has 
succeeded admirably in accomplishing the 
purpose for which it was formed, having 
almost completely prevented the importa- 
tion of any foreign material that enters 
into the manufacturing construction of 
United States products. They have hit Ger- 
many hard, and this class of her United 


States exports has since been confined ex- 


clusively to the few manufacturers who. 


Seeing the danger to the welfare of this 


country from a secret conspiracy of this 
nature, refused to enter into it, and to the 
larger corporations, such as the street and 
steam railroads, who do their own construc- 
tion and make their own repairs.. The Ger- 
man Government has therefore heavily felt 


‘this secret discrimination and is fully aware 


of the attitude and conspiracy tHe United 
States manufacturer has assumed through 
this organization, though other foreign coun- 
tries have been slower to discover it. 

Now, should Germany and the other for- 


government, 
what she is doing, and she 
and is fully aware of the 
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evidence, whether in courts of law or in 
tribunals of arbitration. Newspaper writers, 
both professional and laymen, in treating of 
the Venezuelan imbroglio and the Monroe 
doctrine hypothesis, are indulging them- 
selvea too extensively in both these vicious 
habits. What fact of any relevancy is pro- 
duced by asserting that the English are “the 
greatest land-robbers on the earth,“ or that 
any American who may dissent to that as- 
sertion is dominated by ignorant prejudice”? 
I submit that this style of discussion is un- 
profitable and in extremely bad taste. 

The double question that has been pre- 
cipitated on the country by the Washington 
Cabinet is a serious one and it surely ought 
to be dealt with in a serious and decorous 
manner. It is susceptible of division, and 
hardly can be considered intelligently with- 
out a division. The Venezuelan question. 
per se, without relation to the Monroe 
hypothesis, first claims attention, and until 
this has been decided, not upon assertions 
and epithets, but upon the facts and the law, 
os is no other question properly before the 

use. 


There are two sides to the Venezuelan | 


question: the Venezuelan side and the En- 
glish side. Whether there may or may not 
be an American side depends on the decision 
whether the right is on the ‘side of Ven- 
ézuela or of England. 

If the contention of Venezuela is fully 
stated by Don Eduardo Calcafio in his publi- 
cation entitled “The Right of Venesuela 
in the Boundary Question with England“ [a 
translaton of which recently appeared in 
THE TRIBUNE], there are grounds for grave 
doubt whether the verdict will be in favor 
of the Spanish republic. Divested of sur- 
plusage, what appears is that both Ven- 
ezuela and Holland derived title “by in- 
heritance“ from Spain and that England 
succeeded to whatever was Holland’s in- 
heritance. The foundation of both titles was 
the original Spanish title. What was that? 
Sefior Calcafio tells us: 

“Spain discovered and conquered America. 
Columbus struck the mainland on the coast 
of Veneguela. From these shores Alonso 
de Ojeda started the discovery and the con- 
quest of the territory . Spain was 
the first occupant; her right was indis- 
putable; all nations recognized it without ex 
ception; nobody questioned it, and the papal 
authority, which then was final in the prem- 
ises, sanctioned it in a bull issued in favor 
of Spain by Pope Alexander VI.“ 

Senor Calcafjo might have added to the in- 
terest of his statement by including in it 
the “requeremiento,”’ prepared by the most 
eminent divines and lawyers of Spain, which 
was read to the natives by Ojeda, informing 
him among other things that the said Pope 
Alexander VI. (the infamous Roderick 
Borgia) “hath granted these islands and 
the terra firma to the ocean sea to the 
Catholic Kings of Castile,“ and that “in 
virtue of this grant his Majesty is lord and 
king of these islands and of the continent.” 
etc. The title derived by Spain from that 
papal grant was as good to all the land on 
the Western Hemisphere as it was to Venez- 
uela. But that “nobody questioned it” and 
that “all nations recognized it“ are not 
statements of truth. ose wicked land- 
grabbers, the Anglo-Saxons, did not recog- 
nize it. They crossed the “ocean sea and 
grabbed a large section of terra firma re- 
gardiess of the papal grant. Afterward they 
quarreled among themselves and separated 
in two branches, but each branch went on 
land-grabbing. The American branch 
grabbed all that the English had grabbed 
from the King of Castile, despite the grant 
of Pope Alexander, and a large section of 
that which the English branch had grabbed 
from France, After that the American 
branch grabbed Louisiana, Texas, and the 
greater part of Mexico. Truly the Anglo- 
Saxon race, both its British and its Amer- 
ican branches, are “the greatest land-grab- 
bers on earth,“ and it looks as if they would 
1 to be. 

Uinois was formerly Spanish territo , in 
virtue of Spanish discoveries of — sen 
coast, the Mississippi River, and the grant 
of Pope Alexander VI. How has the Span- 
ish title been obliterated? The answer is by 
land-grabbing—in other words, by the per- 
manent occupation of territory without es- 
tablished boundaries or government by men 
of other nations. If the territory now 
claimed by Venezuela, which has been oc- 
cupied more than two centuries by Dutch- 
men and Englishmen, is not in this cate- 
gory, at all events Sefior Calcafio has not 
shown that it is not. He has not shown 
that any of the provinces mentioned in the 
Spanish cession to Venezuela were bounded 
on the Esequibo River or elsewhere. He 
has not shown any occupation of the terri- 
tory in dispute by subjects either of Spain 
or of Venezuela. On the contrary, so far as 
his statement goes to prove anything more 
than a very “hifalutin’’ Spanish style, it 
seems to be that which is indicated in its 
title—namely: that the question between 
England and Venézuela is purely a “‘bound- 
ary question,” nothing more.

Von Holst Destroys His Own Conten- 
tion. 

Joliet, III., Dec. 27,~[Editor of The Trib- 
une. If Prof. von Holst was correctly re- 
ported in his recent interview printed 
in the Times-Herald, he seems, by 
his own admission, to have de- 
stroyed all the force of his contention that 
the Monroe doctrine is not involved in the 
Venezuelan-English controversy, and to 
have cut the ground from under his feet in 
advance as to the lengthy exposition prom- 
ised for next Saturday. 

If the Monroe doctrine means, as it says, 
that we will regard “as unfriendly the in- 
terposition of any European power for the 
purpose of oppressing or in any other man- 
ner controlling the destiny of the govern- 
ments of this hemisphere, whose inde- 
pendence we have acknowled ed,” and if, 
as Prof. von Holst admits, that doctrine 
would be involved “should England attempt 
to grab the whole of Venezuela,” it follows 
that, since confiscation of territory is a 
most serious form of oppression, the doc- 
trine is equally involved ft she attempts to 
grab half or quarter, and her method of do- 
ing this is quite immaterial. 

England is the world’s great land-grabber, 
and to get what she wants will use either 
conquest, intrigue, or boundary-line mov- 


ing—a sneaking form of conquest—as may, 


best suit the times and the circum ces. 

Venezuela presents the strongest possible 
prima facie case that England is pursuing 
this very form of conquest toward her, and 
unless England has some rights in the mat- 
ter, of which the world has never had an ink- 
ling in all these fifty years of controversy, 
it is, ridiculous to pretend that this is a mere 
honest dispute over an uncertain boundary 
line. England is grabbing Venezuela’s ter- 
ritory, and the Monroe doctrine means that 
we should not permit it. Since England will 
not arbitrate the question, we will appoint 
a commission merely to satisfy ourselves 
officially the Venezuelan claims are correct, 
and then we will proceed to enforce the Mon- 
roe doctrine in a way that will compel the 
Old World to recognize it, if not as a princi- 
ple of international law, then as a sound 
American policy. 

This is the view that the President and 
Congress have taken of the matter, and 
which the country has indorsed, and no 
amount of professional sophistry is likely 
to affect it in the least degree.
